1 . HIGHLIGHTS OF SOVIBH PRESS JULY 17-19: 

- U.S. COVERAGE IS NOT PARTICULARLY HEAVY, BUT ALSO NOT FAVORABLE; 

- ON FRANCE, GROMYKO'S JULY 16 TOAST TO SAUVAGN ARGUES IN JULY 17 
PRAVDA, PRAVDA "POLITICAL OBSERVER" YURIY ZHUKOV'S WRAPUP ON 
NUCLEAR ACCIDENTS LETTERS IN PRAVDA JULY 18, AND BONN CORRES-
